HUMPHREY HITS 
AT INGOME TAX 
EXEMPTION RISE 


Says Rates Should Be 
Lowered When Prop- 
er Time Comes — 
Cites Revenue Needs. 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP) 
—Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey said the Administra- 
tion is strongly opposed to. in- 
creasing personal income tax ex- 
emptions as propsed by the 
Demcrats. 


At the same time, he pledged 
to the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee that when further Govern- 
ment spending cuts justify it, 
the Administration will recom- 
mend additional income tax cuts. 


But he said this should be 
done by reducing the rates, not 
increasing exemptions. Demo- 
crats have offered amendments 
to raise the present $600 individ- 
ual exemption to $700 or $800. 


Sales Tax Threat. 


Senator Flanders (Rep.), Ver- 
mont, told reporters prior to 
Humphrey’s appearance that if 
the Democrats persuade Con- 
gress to cut income taxes again 
this year, the revenue loss would 
have to be made up by a gen- 
eral sales tax.

Bomb to Wipe Out All Life 
Now Possible, Scientists Report 


Radioactive Cloud From H-Bombs With 
Cobalt Casings Could Cover U.S. in 
5 Days, They Say. 


NEW YORK, April 7 (UP)— 
The most deadly weapon yet 
conceived by man which could 
annihilate all life on earth can 


now be made successfully, a dis- 
patch in the New York Times 
said page 

The cobalt bomb—a hydrogen 
bomb encased in a cobalt shell 
—passed from the realm of the 
theoretical in the recent hydro- 
gen blasts at the 
proving grounds in the Pacific, 
New York Times science writer 
William L. Lawrence said in a 
two-column story in the Times. 

The story said the explosion 
of a cobalt bomb would pro- 
duce a radioactive cloud 320 
times more powerful than 
radium. The cloud, carried by 
prevailing winds, could travel 
thousands of miles destroying 
all life in its path. 

Prof. Harrison Brown, nu- 
clear chemist at the California 
Institute of Technology said if 
a cobalt bomb were set off 1000 
miles west of California “the 
radioactive dust would reach 
California In about a day and 
New York in four or five days, 
killing most life as it traverses 
the continent,” according to the 
newspaper. 

“Similarly,” the Times quoted 
Brown, “the Western powers

could explode hydrogen-cobalt 
bombs on a north-south line 
about the longitude of Prague 
that would destroy all life with- 
in a strip 1500 miles wide, ex- 
tending from Leningrad to Odes- 
sa, and 3000 miles deep from 
Prague to the Ural mountains. 

“Such an attack would pro- 
duce a ‘scorched earth’ unpre- 
cedented in history,” Brown 
told the newspapers. 

The recent hydrogen tests at 
Eniwetok virtually proved that 
the cobalt bomb can be made by 
any power possessing the know- 
how of the hydrogen homb. 

The cobalt bomb, simply 
stated, is a hydrogen bomb en- 
cased in cobalt instead of steel. 
When the cobalt bomb is deto- 
nated the cobalt vaporizes and 
is transformed into the deadly 
radio-active cloud. 

Prof. Leo Szilard of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago told the 
Times that 400 one-ton cobalt 
bombs would release enough 
radio-activity to extinguish all 
life on earth. 

The newspaper concluded that 
the nature of the weapon itself 
precluded testing it anywhere in 
the world but that the Eniwetok 
hydrogen tests make such tests 
unnecessary for the two weapons

The House by voice 
vote yesterday an appropriation 
bill to provide $364,337,989 for 
the activities of the Interior De- 
partment in the 12 months be- 
ginning July 1. 

In three amendments, the 
House added a total of $977,000 
more than was recomménded by 
its Appropriations Committee. 

As amended and sent to the 
Senate, the bill would provide 
for a reduction of $57,780,441 
from the budget requests sub- 
mitted by President Eisenhower. 

The largest item in the bill, 
$114,479,700. for construction 
and rehabilitation of reclama- 
tion projects in the Western 
states, was left unchgnged from 
committee recommendations. 

The measure also carries funds 
for such activities as administra- 
tion of the National Parks, Bu- 
reau of Mines, Bureau of Indian 
Aft Geological Survey and 
the ce of Territories. 

By voice vote, the House ap- 
proved an amendment by Repre- 
sentative Bates (Rep.), Massa- 
ehusetts, to restore $527,000

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FRANCE ASKS US 
FOR MORE PLANES 
FOR INDOCHINA 


Main Need Is at Dien 
Bien Phu — Favor- 
able Response Is Indi- 
cated. 


PARIS, April 7 (AP)—France 
has urgently asked the United 
States for more aircraft and 
aviation supplies for Indochina, 
especially for the defense of the 
Dien Bien Phu fortress, a 
French Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man said today. American offi- 
cials in Washington made it | 


clear the response would adh 


favorable. | 

The request, the French | 
spokesman said, was presented | 
through normal channels in| 
Washington. | 

“These requests for material 

aid cannot be considered singly,” 
he said. “This has been a con- 
tinuing process and the latest | 
request should not. be consid- 
ered as extraordinary.” 
’ He cited the statement of Gen. 
Paul Ely, chief of staff of the 
French army, when he was in 
Washington recently at the time 
the French request for more 
B-26 bombers was presented. 
The general was quoted as warn- 
ing reporters against placing too 
much emphasis on a single re- 
quest. 

Newspapers here yesterday 
had reported that France had 
addressed a plea for more aid 
from America. The Ministry's 
announcement today was in-/| 
tended to clarify as well as con- 
firm that report and put it in 
its proper perspective. 

The spokesman continued that | 
the Ministry wished to stress | 
that, despite conflicting reports | 
of policy changes concerning In- 
dochina, the Government's chief 
preoccupation remains the bat- 
tle of Dien Bien Phu, which it 
considers of overriding impor- 
tance. 

“This preoccupation,” he said, 
“is inspired by human factors, 
but one cannot lose sight of the 
fact that the battle also has an 
undeniable political importance. 
That is why they (the govern- 
ment) believe that it is neces- 
sary to do the maximum for 
Dien Bien Phu and also why the 
new requests, notably for avia- 
tion material, have been ad- 
dressed to the United States.” 

(In Washington, American of- 
ficials said they would quickly 
grant any new French request 
for additional military equip- | 
ment for the Indochina war. 

(They said that sending such | 
additional supplies would be al- 
most automatic under an under- 
standing reached with Gen. Ely. 

(Some 25 B-26 fighter-bomb- 
ers promised to French forces 
in Indochina in Ely’s visit al- 
ready have been delivered. The 
United States announced on 
March 26 a pledge of emergency 
aid under which the B-26s would 
be sent, along with ammunition 
and other supplies. The planes 
were to be provided on a temp- 
orary loan basis for us in keep- 
ing up aerial blasts at the Viet- 
minh besieging Dien Bien Phu.) 


CHURCH GROUP

NLY a candidate for the madhouse would attempt to be re- 
assuring about the hydrogen bomb. Yet a great deal of 
nonsense has been written about the bomb, especially in the 
last couple of weeks. And, unless the country is to adopt hope- 
less defeatism as a national policy, it is important to understand 
that the power of the weapons, while in theory without limit, is 


in practice limited. 


sTake, for example, the final 
test in the current test series in 
the Pacific. This is supposed to 
develop a power of 40 megatons, 
or about 2000 times the power 
of the bomb that destroyed Hiro- 
shima. Even this may be an 
underestimate, however, since 
advance estimates have an odd 
way of going wrong where the 
hydrogen bomb is concerned. 

The first hydrogen bomb, test- 
ed in November 1952, was ex- 
pected to generate power of less 


instead about five megatons. 
The second, tested on March 1 
of this year, was expected to 
develop between four and six 
megatons. “It surprised and as- 


President Eisenhower) when it 
exploded with 14-megaton force. 
The third hydrogen bomb was 
supposed to develop a power of 
about three megatons, and most 
surprising of all, instead it de- 
veloped close to 17. 

Thus the forthcoming biggest 
of the big bangs, if it is permit- 
ted to go through on schedule, 
could quite conceivably fool the 
scientists again, and develop sev- 
eral times the expected power. 
But does this mean that the hy- 
drogen tests are “getting out of 
hand?” Does it mean that the 
hydrogen bomb has the power 
to destroy everything within a 
radjus of 450 miles, or that a 
single bomb could blast the 
whole British Isles? | 

Exaggerated Fears. 


Such statements have been 
widely repeated in the last few 
weeks. If they are true, a re- 
signed despair is the only sen- 


viously simple folly to talk about 
air defense, civil defense, or any 
other kind of defense, if a mere 
handful of bombs can destroy 


But such statements are not true 
at all. 

To be sure, it is theoretically 
possible to build into a “thermo- 
nuclear device” any amount of 
power, a million megatons or 
more. But for practical reasons, 
the million-megaton bomb will 
almost certainly never be built. 

What matters to the weaponeer 
is not how much power a bomb 
theoretically develops. What mat- 
ters is how much of the target it 
actually destroys, and whether 
it can be delivered on the target. | 
A phenomenon known as the. 
“limit of blow-out” curtails the | 
lateral destruction of the hydro- 
gen bomb; aftér about 50 mega- 
tons, there is no appreciable in- 
crease in lateral destruction, be- 
cause all additional power is dis- 
sipated in the relatively non- 
resistant upper atmosphere. Thts 
even if the forthcoming test in 


the Pacific does develop several 
times the 40-megaton power an- 
ticipated, the actual difference 
in destructive radius will only be 
a couple of miles or so. 

But this is by no means the 
only limitation. As more power 
is built into a hydrogen bomb, it 
becomes more bulky, and thus 
more difficult (and finally im- 
possible) to deliver by air. This 
faet introduces a complicated 
power-deliverability equation 
which probably reduces to well 
below “the limit of blow-out” 
the power of a bomb deliverable 
by air at continental ranges. 

Cold Comfort. 


All in all, it is a reasonable 
guess that both this country and 


the Soviet Union will settle on a 
'working-model hydrogen bomb 
of, say, 10 to 15 metagons. This 


will destroy or damage an area 
of something like 600 square 
miles, and the radius of destruc- 
tion will be from eight to 14 
miles (depending how “destruc- 
tion” is defined) from the point 
of explosion. This is quite 
enough, after all, to tear the 
heart out of a great city. 

Yet, for what consolation it 
may provide, 100 such bombs 
exploded on this country would 
destroy or damage only about 
1-500th of the total land area 
of the United States. Even after 
a hydrogen war, a great deal of 
the United States will physically 
survive intact. 

Unfortunately, this very mod- 
erately reassuring fact does not 
assure the survival of the 
United States as a functioning 
national society. The fact that 
there is some upper limit to the 
damage which can be inflicted by 
a hydrogen bomb only suggests 
that despair is not necessary. 
A really effective air defense 
could drastically reduce the 
number. of enemy bombs de- 
livered on American targets. A 
really effective civil defense 
could make certain that the na- 
tion continued to function as 
an organized, disciplined society, 
at least on a skeletal basis, aft- 
er an attack. 

Add that this Administration 
has publicly announced the de- 
cision to base national strategy 
on a policy of “massive retalia- 
tion” with the new weapons. 
Add that the American intelli- 
gence fully supports Winston 
Churchill’s statement that the 
hydrogen bomb is now “in large 
scale production in the Soviet 
Union.” A really all-out national 
effort in the air defense and 
civil defense fields then seems 
clearly indicated. But if this 
kind of national effort is being 
planned, the planning is very 
quiet indeed.

Such an interpretation would 
fly full in the face of both the re- 
taliation policy and the facts of 
life. It is inconceivable that the 
President meant any such thing.

A 
promise not to be the first to 
use the bomb would vitiate that, 
and might lead Russia to believe 
it could use ground force, great- 
est Soviet strength, without dan- 
ger of atomic _retaliation at 
home. 

The President could only have 
meant that the weapons 
sessed by America would not be 
brought into use unless someone 
else took the initiative, creating 
the fateful situation. 

World Is Badly Upset: 

People everywhere are badly 
upset about this H-bomb busi- 
ness. They have progressed 
from thoughtful consideration of 
what man must do to avoid war 
to unprofitable worry. 

That is what causes such 
scenes as Monday’s in the Brit- 
ish House of Commons, where 
the debate got out of hand. 
People and nations who contem- 
plate the possibility of utter 
destruction do not think clearly, 
do not weigh phrases carefully. 
The words in which these mat- 
ters are to be discussed need to 
be chosen with the utmost at- 
tention to ultimate definition. 

The President left a good gen- 
eral impression of a man who 
was seeking to allay fear and get 
people back on the path of calm 
consideration. His specific state- 
ments, however, were not always 
easy to follow. One of the most 
experienced correspondents in 
Washington remarked afterward: 

“He left out so many verbs 
that I had a hard time trying to 
decide what he meant at several 
places.”

Were it not related to deadly serious public 
business the Samuel P. Sears fiasco could be en- 
joyed as a comedy of errors that collects the 
Eighty-third Congress new laurels for tanglefoot 
bungling. 

Actually there is no credit in this fantastic 
episode for anyone concerned with it. 

There ig none for Mr. Sears, who applied for 
the post of counsel in the special investigation 
into the McCarthy-Cohn-Schine-Stevens-Adams 
battle between the McCarthy subcommittee and 
the Army. For after Mr. Sears said that he had 
never taken a stand on either Senator McCarthy 
or McCarthyism, it developed that he was on 
record repeatedly in the Boston newspapers with 
strong statements in favor of both. Either he 
lied or suffered a serious lapse of memory.. 

How could a man whose own truthfulness was 
at issue direct an investigation into the question 
of who lied: the Army when it said that Senator 
McCarthy and Roy M. Cohn threatened the 
Army in a persistent effort to get preferred 
treatmént for Pvt. Schine over a period of many 
months — or the McCarthy-Cohn combination 
when it said that the Army had tried to “black- 
mail” the subcommittee? 

There is no credit-for Senator Saltonstall of 
Massachusetts, chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee, who received the original Sears over- 
ture and recommended the Boston lawyer highly 
to Senator Mundt of South Dakota, acting chair- 
man of the McCarthy subcommittee. Senator 
Saltonstall obviously did not know enough about 
the man he was recommending. Neither did 
Senator Monroney, Oklahoma Democrat, who 
had even less information. 

There is no credit for Chairman Mundt and 
the other Republicans, Senators Dirksen of IIli- 
nois and Potter of Michigan, on the subcommit- 
tee, They did not conduct the elementary inquiry 
into Mr. Sears’s record that they, as the respon- 
sible majority on the subcommittee, were obli- 
gated to conduct. 

The record of the three Democrats, Senators 
McClellan of Arkansas, Jackson of Washington 


‘and Symington of Missouri, on the Sears case, is 


not too much better. It is understandable the 
minority should not want to put themselves in 
the position of holding up the selection of a 
counsel, but they surely eould have probed more 
sharply into Mr. Sears’s record. 

All concerned, including Mr. Sears, have 
doubtless learned a lot from this waste of tifie. 

The question now is how to get on with an 
inquiry ordered nearly a month ago about a case 
that actually began with the insults to Gen.

The one best way is for Senator Mundt and 
his five colleagues to tell the Senate that they 
now believe the investigation should be con- 
ducted by the Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee.

Moreover Senator McCarthy is not a member 
of the Armed Services Committee. If the Wis- 
consin inquisitor appeared before the Armed 
Services Committee, it would be entirely as a 
witness.

The solution is clear. Turn the McCarthy-Army 
investigation over to the committee which Sena-.

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Riverfront Improvement No. 10 

Martin J. Coyne, tobacconist at Third and 
Olive streets, recently constructed a “Riverfront 
improvement project No. 10.” At least that is 
how Mr. Coyne’s sign identifies his work, and 
after looking at it nobody will want to quarrel 
with him.

The extent of his participation in the musical life 
of the Western world is indicated by the fact that 
he conducted the premiere of Puccini’s opera 
“La Boheme,” which has been an operatic staple 
for more than half a century. 

In the same period Toscanini was associated 
with such luminous figures of opera's golden age 
as Enrico Caruso, Geraldine Farrar, the DeRes- 
zke brothers, Olive Fremstad and Giuseppe di 
Lucca. Later in his career he brought new life 
to the festivals at Salzburg and Bayreuth. He has 
toured the United States with an Italian orches- 
tra and he conducted an American orchestra, 
the New York Philharmonic, in a tour of Europe. 

Virtually a lifetime of opera was behind him 
when he became the chief conductor of the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra. After 10 years at that post 
he added another 17 years of distinguished serv- 
ice with the NBC Orchestra, which was organized 
as his special instrument. 

The sheer bulk and variety of Toscanini’s 
achievements are sufficiently imposing. But if 
they represented merely the numerical totals of 
an e ordinarily long career his longevity 
would bé’enough to explain his eminence. 

What distinguished this great Italian from 
first to last was that he committed himself to 
every undertaking as if it were his last. He never 
tolerated less than the best; and he insisted on 
it with an ardor that comprehended the maxi- 
mum possibilities of the artists he worked with. 

As a result a Toscanini perfor e—whether 
symphonic or operatic—was meticulous in detail 
and overall design. It was inevitable perhaps 
that his driving will would be evident in ways 
that invited criticism. Sometimes the effect was 
too “streamlined.” But the least that could ever 
be said of any performance admitted its com- 
pleteness of organization, its inexorable connec- 
tion of ideas and its sustained vitality. 

So even if it were admitted that Toscanini's 
genius was more significantly expressed in the 


lyric theater rather than in the hall he 
still must be counted a prince of the arts. For- 
tunately for the generations to come his retire- 
ment from active practice does not remove him 
entirely from the musical scene. Hig numerous 
recordings can serve indefinitely as a memorial 
to a dedicated life and as criteria for musicians 
and music lovers.

for tours of self-education. . 

Moreover at least 500 grants would be elimi- 
nated from the Fulbright program, which pro- 
vides fellowships for foreigners to study here 
and for Americans to study abroad. Many other 
aspects of international education would be cur- 
tailed. For example, there would be no educa- 
tional exchanges at all with Latin America. 

No doubt the educational exchange program 
is open to legitimate criticism. 

But it is not the purpose of the House action 
to improve the program. The purpose is to crip- 
ple it—the result, says the American Council on 
Education, of “a general drive for economy plus 
a lack of understanding of the great benefits de- 
rived from a relatively small outlay of funds.” 

To maintain educational exchanges at the 
present level would require an appropriation of 
$15,000,000 as the State Department requested. 
That is a speck in the ocean of a $65,000,000,000 
budget. Surely the Senate will agree that the 
United States can afford $15,000,000 for inter- 
national understanding. 
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The Drive to Dope 

Illegal sale of narcotics, which Circuit Judge 
Koerner has asked the April term grand jury to 
look ifto, has been a source of more than usual 
national concern since the revelations of the Ke- 
fauver crime committee. This is particularly 
true as it relates to teen-agers. 

Subsequent studies have shown that while the 
prevalence of dope addiction was not as great 
among teen-agers as had been feared, the slums 
of metropolitan cities like St. Louis told the 
worst of the story, for they contained the great 
majority of the delinquents. 

There, dope addiction among teen-agers was 
found to prevail principally among minority 
groups. It grew out of restricted opportunities 
for children, was motivated by rebellion against 
discrimination, frustration and futility. 

The grand jury has much to do in dealing with 
the criminal elements which prey upon these 
unfortunate victims. It has much to do in discour- 
aging violation of the narcotics laws. But the in- 
centives to drug addiction in metropolitan slums 
plainly lie deeper. To. root them out will require 
the efforts of the whole community in behalf of 
better social and economic conditions for all. 
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Mirror of Britain’s Fear 

The agitation of British opinion by the H-bomb 
has driven Sir Winston Churchill into his worst 
parliamentary mistake. That is perhaps the kind- 
est view of an incident which the all-but-unani- 
mous London press sees as a warrant for the 
early retirement of the Prime Minister. 

It was of course unfair of Churchill.to blame 
his predecessor, Clement Attlee, for the termina- 
tion of.the wartime agreement under which Brit- 
ain and the United States shared atomic infor- 
mation. That sharing was ended by the McMahon 

-Act in 1948, And it was hardly Attlee’8 business 
to remind Washington of an agreement about 
which Washington knew full well. 

It is understandable that the Prime Minister 
should have been tempted to shift to other shoul- 
ders some of the public frustration and fear cen- 
tering around him ever since last month’s Amer- 
ican H-bomb tests. But this apprehension could 
not be alleviated by a partisan attack. Britons of 
all parties wanted—and still want—calm, de- 
tailed assurances of protection against the world’s 
most terrible military weapon. . 

It is hard to see how Churchill can recover 
so much lost ground. The disclosure that British 
planes were permitted over the H-bomb sites a 
few hours after the tests can hardly assuage the 
indignation. Even the adoption of a motion call- 
ing on Churchill to seek a face-to-face conference 
with President Eisenhower and Premier Malen- 
kov seems to have done little good. The timing 
of such an effort was left to Churchill. 

Beneath all this lies deep tragedy; not only 
the personal tragedy of a great man’s misstep in 
the twilight of his public life, but_also the trage- 
dy of a great nation’s fear that *t is no longer 
master of its destiny. Washington should be 
careful of the resentment which may grow out 
of a feeling, no matter how irrational, that Brit- 
ain’s fate hangs on decisions in which Britain 
may have no voice. 

Our assurances to London may well be re- 
peated. The tragedy of tragedies would be a 
weakening of that solid sense.of common interest 
which has made British-American co-operation 
not merely an alliance, but almost an immutable 
natural relationship. 
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Mr. Summerfield’s Idea 

Postmaster General Summerfield’s proposal 
for a permanent, independent commission to set 
postal rates on a pay-as-you-go basis deserves 
thoughtful discussion. Only so can it be deter- 
mined how the merits and the defects balance. 
The idea contains a measure of both. 

On the merit side, rates might be insulated 
from political pressures more than at present. 
Subsidies would be brought out into the open, 
for no type of mail could be carried at a loss 
unless the loss were underwritten by a subsidy 


- from Congress. 


On the debit side, the insulation from political 
pressures could prove more apparent than real. 
As long as Congress was able to state the gen- 
‘eral formula under which the rate-makers would 
operate, Congress could re-state the formula to 
maneuver specific rates up or down. The same 
effect could be achieved by Congress through 


~ granting or withholding subsidies. 


There are doubtless other pros and cons which 
would appear in a full-scale discussion of the 
Postmaster’s idea. Both Congress and the Execu- 
tive Department could profit from that kind of 
examination of the Summerfield proposal. |

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Background of McCarthy’s ‘Recall’ 


The Mirver 
of 
Public Opinion 


Senator who ran last among major candidates on G.O.P, 1952 
ticket in Wisconsin is under fire from former supporter; editor 
of weekly is now rallying point for latent anti- McCarthy feeling; 
move has mushroomed; opposition expected from state machine. 


An Editorial in The Milwaukee Journal 


The current grass roots recall move- 
ment against Senator McCarthy, started 
by a small town editor, has naturally 
focused attention on the question of the 
Senator’s political strength in Wiscon- 
sin. A review may be in order. 

It will be remembered that McCarthy 
won the 1946 Republican senatorial 
nemination by the skin of his teeth. 
This was due to the inaction of his 
principal opponent. McCarthy polled 
only 47 per cent of the G.O.P. primary 
vote to beat the 
late Senator La Fol- 
lette by a scant 5396 
votes. In the gen- 
eral election Mc- 
Carthy trailed four 
of the five state of- 
ficers elected. 

While McCarthy 
in 1952 won by only 
139,042 votes over 
his Democratic op- 
ponent, Secretary of 
State Zimmerman 
won by 505,300 
votes, Gov. Kohler 
by 407,327, the At- Fred R. Zimmerman 
torney General by 
431,275, the Lieutenant Governor by 
430,292, the Treasurer by 429,350 and 
Eisenhower bg 357,569. The coattails of 
the very popular Gen. Eisenhower as- 
sured McCarthy’s victory—though he 
trailed Eisenhower by 109,300 votes. 


McCarthy lost the three important 
counties where he had major newspaper 
opposition—Milwaukee, Dane and She- 
boygan, These newspapers published his 
sordid public record. To show how vot- 
ers reacted when told the facts about 
McCarthy’s first term, look at Milwau- 
kee. McCarthy’s opponent carried the 
city 195,891 votes to 113,010 and the 
entire county by 260,626 to 163,003 for 
McCarthy. 

There are impressive signs now that 
the facts about McCarthy’s record are 
beginning to dawn over much of the 
state. When McCarthy speaks in areas 
in which he once found only noisy 
applause, he now finds competing 
and quéstioning opposition. Some sec- 


tions of the state press which had large- 
ly supported him in the days of hysteria 
are now silent or show indications of 
seeing his record for what it really is. 


Le Roy Gore, editor of The Sauk- 
Prairie Star, a Republican who former- 
ly supported the junior Senator, finds 
himself a rallying point for a vigorous 
outpouring of what has been latent 
anti-McCarthy feeling. What started as 
a suggestion in a small state community 
—backed by no funds and no organiza- 
tion—has mushroomed with startling 
rapidity over the state. 


The recall movement has given a ve- 
hicle for expression of the growing dis- 
trust of McCarthy. It is giving an out- 
let for the disapproval of thousands who 
see McCarthy’s career as a blot on their 
state. It is significant that many of 
those rallying behind the recall are Re- 
publicans who see McCarthy as a major 
threat to the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion. 


The difficulties faced by the recall 
movement must, however, be recognized. 
It will be a gigantic job to get 403,800 
signatures in 60 days—a number equal 
to 25 per cent of the votes cast for Gov- 
ernor in 1952. If they are obtained, they 
may meet vigorous challenge when they 
are filed, If an election is held it will 
be a free-for-all (no primary) with the 
candidate who gets the most ballots, 
however short of a majority, the winner. 

The Republican state machine fixers 
can be expected to resist the recall. 
This organization knew what McCarthy 
was when it backed him in 1952. It 
won't change now—unless it senses that 
the junior Senator has become a politi- 
cal liability. Otherwise, the machine 
will probably use every technical de- 
vice, including the courts, to hamstring 
a recall election. 

Nevertheless, the recall movement 
and the way many are rallying to it evi- 
dence a return to sober judgment. 

Whatever the final result, an outpour- 
ing of Wisconsin petitions repudiating 
McCarthy’s sorry record and methods 
will be notice to the timid in Washing- 
ton that McCarthy’s political strength 
is far from what they seem to believe. 


Chicago Looks at St Louis

Voters of St. Louis and St. Louis 
county have approved a proposition to 
set up a metropolitan sewer district, 
thus taking a first step toward joint ac- 
tion to solve their common governmen- 
tal problems. It will now be possible to 
co-ordinate the sewers of the area and 
to improve the hit-or-miss county dis- 
posal system, which largely consists of 
dumping sewage into the nearest creek. 

The water supply of the St. Louis 
area is another function that needs co- 
ordinating. The city has waterworks and 
the county has waterworks. In the sum- 
mer, when water consumption is high, 
the county often has to borrow water 
from the city. There are other joint 
problems, much like those of the Chica- 
go metropolitan area. 

In some respects, St. Louis is worse 
off than Chicago, for the Missouri city 
is bound by an 1876 charter which sep- 
arated the governments of the city and 
county. This arrangement was satisfac- 
tory when the county was entirely rural, 
but the county suburbs now have more 
than 400,000 residents, most of whom 
earn their living in the city. St. Louis 
has a sheriff, coroner, courts, hospital, 
health department and so on, while the 
county has its own officers and depart- 
ments. The duplication is expensive. 

' §t. Louis also is handicapped in that 


beyond the reach of Missouri tax collec- 
tors and smoke inspectors. Recently, a 
bi-state authority was set up by the IIli- 


nois and Missouri legislatures and the 
new agency has built a river harbor at 
Granite City. Plans are being made for 
other bi-state projects. ~ 


While Chicago’s metropolitan prob- 
lems are similar to those of St. Louis, 
we at least have the advantage of a sin- 
gle county government and a sanitary 
district that disposes of the sewage of 
most of the county. We have also made 
a start toward planning a metropolitan 
water system. 

Gradually, in all the large population 
centers of the natiop, metropolitan cities 
and their suburbs are beginning to re- 
alize that their governments should be 
reorganized to recognize the census fig- 
ures of 1950, instead of those of the 
nineteenth century.

| Between Book Ends 


On Floors of Two Oceans 
THE WORLD BENEATH THE SEA, by Otis Barton. 

(Crowell, 246 pgs., $3.50.) 

Here is a factual recounting of the 
last 25 years’ activity of Otis Barton, 
who has pursued a career of travel and 
photography on four continents and the 
floors of two oceans. He first came be- 
fore the public eye in 1936 when he de- 
signed and had manufactured the “ba- 
thysphere,” the deep-sea diving bell in 
which he and Dr. William Beebe sank 
to fame 3000 feet below the surface of 
the Atlantic. 


One of the most pleasing features of 
this new book is the deference with 
which the author mentions Dr. Beebe. 
You feel no rivalry—rather, a glowing 
sense of respect. Often the mechanical 
genius does not appreciate the pure 
scientist, Here there is an almost filial 
courtesy, a willingness to build and 
finance a diving sphere and let others 
reap most of the resulting fame. 

Mr. Barton puts little of the romance 
of diving into his book. It is somewhat 

| like a _ five-year 
diary, telling where 
the author was and 
what he did. To 
one who knows the 
sea, his terse de- 
scriptions will evoke 
pictures of mysteri- 
ous blue depths 
‘; Where wraith - like 
*. ' luminescent jelly- 
fish pulsate‘and 
phosphorescent 
shrimp seem to ex- 
plode in a shower 
of stars. To those 
— h ave never 
venture 
may seem a factual mosaic. ei Sate 
ten by a layman for laymen. There are 
no puzzling words like “ctenophore” to 
send one to the nearest biological glos- 
sary. Mr. Barton writes like an ordinary 
man, in words that are easily under- 
stood. You feel you could have done 
the same thing yourself. 

There is enough material here for 
several books written in slower tempo 
Each separate expedition—to Australia. 
to South America, to Africa — could 
have ‘been a complete travel journal. 
Mr, Barton’s life sounds like one of the 
“contour dives” he describes. He trav- 
els over the surface of the world, snap- 
ping pictures, but, he doesn’t settle 
down to absorb any one place. 

Only the latter part of the book deals 
with Mr. Barton’s latest expedition, 
After 15 years, he built a stronger div- 
ing bell and broke the record he and 
Dr. Beebe had held so long. For a few 
months he, alone, was the man who had 
sunk lowest in the world. With too 
few words and avoiding scientific data, 
he describes the life existing outside 
the sphere’s windows, Too much is 
devoted to the business of preparation, 
too little to the world below the waves. 
Still, that is the situation of almost all 
expeditions: months of preparation fol- 
lowed by mere days in the field. 

By the time Mr. Barton’s book was 
published he no longer held the record. 
The French Navy had gone deeper— 
and now the Picards of stratosphere 
fame have cruised the seas in their 
bathyscaphe two miles down. But there 
is plenty of ocean to explore. The 
lowest five miles have never been 
viewed by human eyes. It is yp to de- 
signers and builders like Otis Barton 
to bring record-breaking achievements 
back to the United States again, in a 
still stronger diving bell. :

Russia Has a New Policy. 


The Soviet Union does have 
a policy to talk about, and the 
time is almost over when we 
can oppose it successfully with 
nothing better than a few bits 
and pieces left over from a pol- 
icy formulated about eight years 
ago, when we still had an atomic 
monopoly. The Soviet Union is 
having and will go on having 
the best of the argument before 
the public opinion of the world 
if we cannot manage to open our 
official skulls to a few new ideas. 

What is the Soviet policy on 
atomic bombs? While the U.S.A. 
had the monopoly—that is to 
say until the summer of, 1949— 
the U.S.S.R. had only one objec- 
tive: to get‘the U.N. to outlaw 
. the use, possession and manu- 
facture of the atomic weapons 
which the United States alone 
possessed. Nothing could have 
been simpler. The United States 
was to give up the best weapon 
it had. The U.S.S.R. was to 
give up the weapon it didn’t 
have. i: 


Those Without the Bomb. 


With this self-serving pro- 
posal the U.S.S.R. never made 
headway. The non-Communist 
world knew that the American 
monopoly of the bomb was what 
established a balance of power in 
view of the fact that the West- 
ern nations had such weak 
ground armies. 

But when the Soviet Union 
broke the American monopoly 
in 1949, a new phase began. The 
development took time to ma- 
ture and even longer to become 
appreciated by the makers of 
high policy. 

By last summer, when Malen- 
kov, in his long and important 
speech, claimed that the U.S.S.R. 
bad the hydrogen bomb, the new 
situation had matured and its 
enormous political consequences 
had begun to manifest them- 
selves, 

The supreme effect of the 
breaking of the monopoly has 
been predictable by logical an- 
alysis since the end of 1949. It 
is to make the nations without 
atomic weapons recognize that 
they have no military power of 
offense or defense in an atomic 
war. 


This revolutionizes profoundly 
the pre-atomic concept of. alli- 
ances, coalition warfare, contain- 
ment and collective security.

Objection to Red Plan. 


This is the Soviet proposal 
to which, presumably, we shall 
have to reply. We must not un- 
derestimate its plausibility and 
attraction in all the countries 
which feel that they would be 
vulnerable and helpless in an 
atomic war. 


They will not be willing to 
reject out of hand a proposal 
which has the look of being so 
promising a way of neutralizing 
atomic weapons. For, if that 
could be done, they would be 
spared the risk of annihilation. 
Moreover, in a world system 
with atomic weapons neutralized, 
their own military power would 
be raised from virtually zero to 
something very considerable. 


The objection to the Soviet 
proposal is that in fact it would, 
as respects the Eurasian conti- 
nent, substantially disarm the 
United States and would make 
the U.S.S.R. paramount in mili- 
tary power. We cannot agree to 
that and the non-Communist na- 
tions in Asia and Europe will 
not wish w« *~ tree to it if 
they understand it. 

But they w.. 
it if we have nothing to propose 
in place of the Soviet proposal 
except the old chestnuts about 
inspection and the same old 
tough talk that the mimeograph 
machines in the State Depart- 
ment now turn out automatically 
and when nobody is looking. 


How About Political Control? 


We should propose to outlaw 
the use of atomic weapons ex- 
cept in retaliation, except to give 
“a devastiting rebuff,” against 
any—not merely against atomic 
— military aggression. We 
should invite the U.S.S.R. to 
join us in the U.N. in the work- 
ing out of a code of law to de- 
fine the criteria of aggression, 
direct and indirect, and to gov- 
ern the procedure for determin- 
ing it. 

About 20 years or so ago the 
Soviet foreign minister, Litvinov, 
had a very interesting definition 
of aggression which he proposed 
to the League of Nations. It 
might be worth looking at again 
now. 

The whole world was very 
much frightened last week. Not 
all the fear, and not the worst 
part of the fear which was a hys- 
teria, was due to the intrinsic 
horror of the hydrogen bomb. 
The critical element of the fear, 
and the most dangerous to our 
position and influence, was the 
apprehension that the bombs 
were “out of control.” It has 
been denied and no doubt truly 
that in the physical sense the 
bomb was out of control. 

But was it and is it under 
political control in Washington? 
There is fear abroad and at 
home that the effort that has 
gone into inventing and mak- 
ing the bomb is incomparably 
more effective than the effort 
that has gone into formulating 
a military and a political policy 
about it.

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City Left Turn Bars Defended 


Over Protests at ‘Beef Session’ 


Policy Is ‘Very Necessary’ to Protect 
Pedestrians Maintain Flow of Traffic, 
Gonter Says.

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The city’s new traffic signals 
which do not allow motorists to 
make left turns were vigorously 
defended last night by Traffic 
Commissioner Charles G. Gonter 
at a citizens’ “beef session” at 
City Hall. 

He told protesting residents of 
west and south St. Louis that 
the “‘no left turn” policy is “very 
necessary” in order to protect 
pedestrians and maintain the 
flow of traffic. Motorists incon- 


venienced by the policy, he re- 
marked, amount to no more than 
4 per cent of the drivers at 


Mrs. Vida Dickerman, 4465 
West Pine boulevard, asked 
Gonter why the city could not 
provide at least one left turn 
on Lindell boulevard between 
Grand boulevard and Kingshigh- 
way. He replied that there is 
not sufficient room for a left 
turn traffic lane. “If we had a 
big, wide street there, it would 
be a different story,” he added. 

Mrs. Dickerman, who said she 
rented apartments in the West 
End area, told Gonter and other 
city officials that potential 
tenants were “psychologically” 


discouraged by the prospect of 


having to make three right turns 
in place of one left turn. 
Gonter declared that traffic 
controls are designed primarily 
for the safety of pedestrians, 
particularly children. Motorists 
take second place, he said. East- 
west streets from Laclede ave- 
nue to Delmar boulevard carry a 
huge traffic volume, 54 per cent 
of the city’s total, he went on. 
Theodore OO. . Goldschmidt, 
5957 Columbia avenue, said the 
“abolition” of left turns in South 


| St. Louis, particularly at several 
intersections on 


South Kings- 
highway, is “entirely unneces- 


sary.” Gonter remarked that he 
thought most residents were in 
favor of the new signals. 

In the last seven months, he 
said, about 70 signals have been 
installed in the city, the most 
extensive work of its kind to 
date. Gonter said his office has 
received fewer than 10 letters 
complaining about the signals. 

As for South St. Louis, he 
added, a signal permitting a left 
turn into Kingshighway from 
Chippewa street will be in- 
stalled soon, following action by 
the Board of Aldermen. “I am 
not in favor of it,” he said.

NEW CONSTRUCTION 
RISES 10 RECORD niGH 


Spending Up to 7% Billion 
Dollars in First Three 
Months of ‘Year. 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP) 
The Commerce Department 
said today spending for new 
construction rose to a record 
7% billion dollars during the 
first three months of this year. 


In March, the report said, 
outlays for new construction 
took their usual seasonal rise, 
and totaled about 2% billion 
dollars, almost precisely the 
game as in March 1953. 

Heavier than usual construc- 
tion spending during January 
and February built up the first 
quarter total to record propor- 
tions, 

After adjustment for seasonal 
factors, the Government report 
said, new construction activity 
in January, February and March 
was at an annual rate of just 
over 36 billion dollart — well 
above the 34 billions forecast 
for 1954 by the construction in- 
dustry at the beginning of the 
year. 

First ~ quarter construction 
spending this year was 2 per 
cent higher than in the first 
quarter of 1953. March construc- 
tion was 10 per cent more ac- 
tive than in February. 

Most of the increase in March, 
the report said, was expansion 
of outlays on private housing, 
public utility construction, and 
highway work. Total private 
spending rose during the month 
by 8 per cent. New work on 
residential construction totaled 
$854,000,000, 11 per cent more 
than in February and slightly 
less than the $863,000,000 for

The 1952 Democratic 
nominee for President confines 
himself to a general discussion 
of the topic and names no one 
as being reckless with Govern- 
ment authority.

“I went down to the crawdad 
hole, couldn’t catch a crawdad 
to save my soul—oh, babe,” is 
an old river chantey that has 
lasted through the years. Per- 
haps the complaint was sung 
too early in the spring, before 
the crawfish had finished their 
winter hibernation. Another 
line of the song, “Yonder comes 
a man with a sack on his back, 
he's got all the crawdads he can 
pack—oh, babe,” was much more 
optimistic, for any skilled fish- 
erman knows that soft craws 
are the “strawberries and cream” 
to the finny tribe in the early 
spring. 

When the warmer days come 
andthe chill of winter has left 
the water,’ game fishes, espe- 
cially the black bass, start gorg- 
ing themselves. Minnows are 
usually scarce at this time of 
the year and crawfish are plen- 
tiful. They have spent the cold 
months burrowed in the mud 
and, after a day or so in the 
warm water, start molting their 
hard shells. The molting process 
starts when the crawfish bursts 
the hard shell that served it 
during hibernation. 


In order to grow, nature pro- 
vides for the removal of the 
hard shell two or three times 
each year. In the early spring 
the shell breaks and the soft, 
pulpy body is pushed upward 
and forward by continuous 
squirming of the body and vio- 
lent movement of the legs. The 
shell on the back is forced for- 
ward over the head. The‘ tail 
comes out of the shell first and 
it is rapidly agitated to hasten 
the removal of the shell. The 
whole process takes only an hour 
or so and the crustaceans are 
now in the soft craw stage. They 
have also shed their large front 
pincers in the molting process. 


How to Use Crawfish. 


Helpless until they grow a 
new, hard shell and another set 
of formidable pincers, they rank 
first in bait for early spring 
fishing. Their flesh is much 
tougher in the soft craw stage 
and they will stay on a hook in- 
definitely. The angler hooks 
them through the tail, using 
care not to injure them and they 
are usually fished on the bot- 
tom. Some, however, prefer a 
bobber so that they will drift 
downstream and attract any 
game fish that may be in the 
vicinity. 


Crawfish tails, cut in several 
pieces and placed on small 
hooks, are the finest bluegill | 
bait obtainable. If the crawfish 
are in the hard shell stage, the 
soft, white meat must be re- 
moved from the shell if the bait 


is to be made attractive to these | 


panfish. Perhaps the statistics 
cannot be proved, but one bait- 
minded statistician has estimated 
that more than 300 tons of craw- 
fish are taken annually from the 
waters of the United States.

Jack Fox Dead;| 
Kayoed Walcott 
In 1937 | Fight 


SPOKANE, Wash., April 7 
(AP)—Tiger Jack Fox, who made 
a small fortune as a light heavy- 
weight boxer and came close to 


tthe title in 1939, fell dead of a 
heart attack yesterday, broke 
and half paralyzed. 

The Tiger collapsed at the 
door of a 25-cent theater where 
he went almost daily to rest a 
weary body left crippled by a 
stroke two years ago. He was 
dead when help arrived. 

His was the familiar story of 
a great athlete who spent money 
freely while he made it, wouldn’t 
quit when the time was right 
and wound up a pitiful figure 


knew him when. 

He came out of an Indiana 
blacksmith shop in 1932 and in 
14 years as an able light heavy- 
weight won 111 fights, 73 by 
knockouts, and lost just 14. His 
24 first round k.o.s were second 
in number only to Jack Demp- 
sey. 

Fox, a lean Negro, fought Me- 
lio Bettina in Madison Square 
Garden, Feb, 3, 1939 for the 
light heavyweight championship. 
Early in the fight, it looked as 
if the crown would be his. But 
Fox, who had been stabbed in 
a New York fracas two months 
before, couldn’t hold gut. Bet- 
tina won a technical knockout in 
the ninth round. 

The Tiger fought on for years 
after that but it was mostly 
downhill. 

Al Morse, a Spokane cafe own-

$10,729,650 POLICE BUDGET

A budget of $10,729,650 for 
operation of the Police Depart- 
ment was submitted yesterday 
to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment by the Board of 
Police Commissioners.

State Democratic Chairman 
Says People Will Decide 
‘Roosevelt, Condon Issues. 


LOS ANGELES, April 7 (AP) 
—National Democratic leaders 
were asked yesterday to keep 
their noses out of California 
politics—and let James Roose- 
velt and Representative Robert 
L. Condon run their own con- 
gressional races. 

In response in a statement by 
National Democratic Chairman 
Stephen Mitchell that the na- 
tional party will not support 
Roosevelt or Condon, State 
Democratic Chairman George 
Miller Jr. declared: 

“Mitchell would do well to 
keep his hose out of California 
politics. We're not much inter- 
“ested in what he approves of. 
The Democrats in Roosevelt's 
and Condon’s districts asked 
them to run and it’s up to the 
voters to decide at the primary. 
1 see evidences that the climate 
in Washington is such the boys 
are afraid of their own shadows. 
The Democratic level in Wash- 
ington is one-quarter Stevenson, 
one-quarter Dixiecrat and one- 
half scared.” 

Roosevelt currently is in- 
volved in a sensational separate 
maintenance suit with his wife, 
Romelle. She has accused him 
of infidelities with 12 women. 
Roosevelt has denied the accu- 
sations and the case is awaiting 
trial. He said one of the rea- 
sons he is continuing in the race 
for nomination in the Twenty- 
sixth Congressional District at 
the June 8 primary is to “vin- 
dicate” his name. 

Representative Condon of 
Walnut Creek, in northern Call- 
fornia, is seeking re-election in 
the Sixth Congressional District. 
He was barred by the Atomic 
Energy Commission from a Ne- 
vada test last May 7. Mitchell 
said the AEC has not lifted this 
bar and that. a Senate-House 
committee, before which Condon 
had a hearing, has made no de- 
cision in the matter. Condon, 
under oath, has denied that he 
is a Communist. He called the 
bar “stale political charges.” 

In an evident peace-making 
effort, Roosevelt issued a state- 
ment last night saying: » 

“I am sincerely grateful to the 
many hundreds of people who 
have written and wired me their 
support. Now is the time, how- 
ever, for all Democrats and in-

culties,” mothers of 6-year-olds often admit to us. 
“He’s certainly at his worst with me.” 

They are, unfortunately—at least, more often than 
not—correct. For the 6-year-old (who was so much of a 
mother’s boy at Five) is now fighting to be free of his 
mother. Mother is the center of the world for many 5- 
year-olds. Many of them are—or would like to be—the 
eenter of their own world at Six. The shift is not always 
accomplished without bloodshed. So the 6-year-old is tra- 
ditionally defiant and violent. He defies his mother. He 
will not mind. He shouts, “I hate you, mummy!” 

And what is father’s role here? Most commonly, 
we're afraid, he steps into the fray and makes things worse, 
either by bringing vigorous physical ‘punishment to bear 
on the erring 6-year-old, or explaining to mother what a 
poor disciplinarian she is to have allowed things to come 
to such a pass.

OTHER FATHERS, HAPPILY, follow a more construc- 
tive program. We would like to recommend their policy 
to all. Two general, very simple principles are involved. 

The first is that at those ages when the child is at 
his very worst with his mother, he is, fortunately, often 
at his best with his father. This means, in actual practice, 
that the worst trouble areas in a 6-year-old’s day—dressing, 
eating, going to bed—can often be gotten through with 
Telative speed and a minimum of confusion by a patient 
and even moderately inventive father. 

This is partly because the child of this age doesn't 
seem to be having such a struggle for power with his 
father as he does with his mother. It's partly because most 
6-year-olds have more respect for father’s authority than 
for mother’s, and don’t dare to be as bad with him as they 
are with her. In fact, Six organizes under the firmer 
na of the father. Fathers may well realize this and profit 

it.

SO ANY FATHER of a 6-year-old who will, even on 
occasion, be willing to take over some of the child’s rou- 
tines, just temporarily, can contribute a very great deal to 
the harmony of his household. 

The second general principle which the father of any 
6-year-old might usefully keep in mind is this: It is far 
more effective to step in and prevent trouble before it 
occurs than to try to pick up the pieces afterward. 

Don't wait till mother and child are completely em- 
broiled to lend a hand. Step in before that tantrum occurs! 
It will save wear and tear on everybody. oa

GRAHAM CRACKER-CRUMB CRUST MAKES BANANA CREAM PIE 
EVEN MORE DELICIOUS. 


MERICA’S favorite home- 
made dessert is unquestion- 
ably pie. No other dessert 
has been able to win the blue 
ribbon in competition with it. 

For generations pastry made 
of flour and shortening formed 
the crust. It is still very popu- 
lar, of course. The pastry mixes, 
some of which are very good in- 
deed, have cut down time of 
preparation. 

However, crumb pastry has 
become a competitor. It can be 
made quickly and results are 
certain to be good. Finely 
rolled graham crackers were 
first used with a small amount 
of sugar, and melted butter. 
Then it was found that vanilla 
wafers, ginger and chocolate 
cookies were also satisfactory. 

The richer, sweeter cookies 
call for less shortening and less 
sugar, comparisons made by sev- 
eral test kitchens, including my 
own, have shown. After the pie 
pan has been lined with the mix- 
ture, the crust may either be 
baked a few minutes, or chilled 
in the refrigerator before the 
filling is added. 

A particularly good filling has 
a tapioca base. Any prepared 
pudding mix or pie filling may 


be used with equal success. If 
an instant pudding is chosen, 
it should be poured into the 
baked or chilled crust as soon 
as it thickens, as it will after 
one minute of beating. After 
short chilling in the refrigera- 
tor, the pie will be ready to 
serve. 


BANANA TAPIOCA CREAM 
PIE. 


Vanilla Wafer Pie Crust. 

One egg yolk; two cups milk; 
one-third cup sugar; one-eighth 
teaspoon salt; three tablespoons 
quick-cooking tapioca; one en- 
velope unflavored gelatine; one 
egg white, stiffly beaten; one- 
half teaspoon vanilla extract; 
two bananas, sliced; whipped 
cream. 


Line nine-inch pie pan with 
vanilla wafer pie ‘crust, and chill 
or bake, Mix egg yolk with one- 
fourth cup milk ‘in saucepan. 
Stir in three tablespoons sugar, 
salt, tapioca, gelatine and re- 
maining milk. Stir over medium 
heat until mixture comes to a 
boil, Beat remaining sugar into 
beaten egg white. Blend hot 
mixture quickly into this. Add 


* vanilla and cool 20 minutes. Stir 


well and pour into chilled or 
baked pie crust. Chill until firm. 
Just before serving, garnish 
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with sliced bananas, and top 
with whipped cream. 

Vanilla Wafer Pie Crust. 

Ingredients: One and one- 
fourth cups fine vanilla wafer 
crumbs, one tablespoon sugar, 
one-half stick (four tablespoons) 
butter or margarine, melted. 

Mix vanilla wafer crumbs and 
sugar. Stir into melted butter 
or margarine, and mix well. 
Press firmly on bottom and 
sides of nine-inch pie . Chill 
one hour before Or, 
bake crust in moderate oven 
(375 degrees F.) about seven 
minutes, and cool before filling. 
Note: To crush wafers, place 
between sheets of waxed paper 
or paper towels, and crush with 
rolling pin. ' 

For eight-inch pie crust, use 
one cup crumbs, one tablespoon 
sugar, and three tablespoons 
butter or margarine, 
With Graham crackers, use two 
tablespoons sugar .and three- 
fourths stick (six tablespoons) 
butter or margarine. With gin- 
ger snaps, use three tablespoons 
sugar and one-half stick (four 
tablespoons) butter or margar- 
ine. With brownies, omit the su- 
gar and use one-half stick (four

tion of one’s own failings. 
“Judge not and you will not 
be judged.” Often, the sins we 
most loudly condemn _ in 


are most secretly attached, or 
else constitute our greatest 
weakness. 

Purity is never suspicious 
but looks for some ground for 
reposing trust. It has a power 
of apprehension, a penetra- 
tion, an insight, a talent for 
psychological discovery that 
comes not to those who have 
been infected by wrong. 

How often the judgment of 
a child in family about a 
visitor is more correct than 
the judgment of the parents. 
Innocence made them detect a 
blemish which the less inno- 
cent failed to see. 

Grown-ups who have sur- 
rendered even the quest of 
goodness are often fearful of 
the innocence of children, not 
because they fear to contami- 
nate them, but because they 
feel condemned unconsciously 
by the innocent. 

At the Last Supper when 
the Saviour said that “one” 
was about to betray, “all” 
asked: “Is it I?” No one can 
be sure of his goodne 
fore innocence. 

A society that needs healing 
and regeneration will receive 
it mostly from the innocent.

It was 
Divine Innocence Who asked 
of a sinful woman: Where are 
they who accuse thee? There 
was no condemnation in Him 
Who was Righteousness itself; 
so there are sympathy and for- 
giveness and healing in the 
wings of the innocent.

ERE is some advice about 
H snapping turtles: 
“If it is necessary to carry 
a snapper from one place to an- 
other, hold it by the tail.” 

The reasons for that advice 
include the fact that a snapping 
turtle has an extra-long neck. 
The neck can be stretched out,- 
and if your hand is on the shell, 
you are in danger of being 
bitten. 

The snapper has tough shell, 
but the head and tail are too 
large to be drawn out of sight. 
For that reason, the biting 
power is of special importance. 
This animal defends itself by 
making other animals fearful of 
its bite. 


» = * 
SNAPPING. TURTLES are 
found in some parts of southern 
Canada, and through the United 
States and Mexico down to Cen- 
tral America. For the most part, 
they live east of the Rocky 
Mountains. 

Snappers are found in ponds, 
and streams, also in 


marshes. While under water, 
they hunt for food. They eat 
frogs when they can catch them, 
also fish. Sometimes they make
